1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method steps of 
claims 12-16 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered.

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 6 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Howland. 

Note the bottle with a body (12) having recesses as shown at 14, threaded neck 
at 25, seal 18 with a pull tab at 22, nipple 24, cap 26 with projection at 48 and cover 42 
for the nipple and cap. In Figure 4, Howland further teaches a plastic ring at 50 or ring 
seal, as claimed. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 12, 13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Howland. 

To have used the container of Howland to package juices, water, or formula 
would have been most obvious in view of the discussion by Howland. 

4. Claims 5 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Howland in view of Stroud. 

To have provided commonly known indicia on the bottle of Howland would have 
been obvious in view of Stroud at 34. To have further provided a coating in gripping 
recesses for ease of handling would also have been obvious in view of Stroud. 

5. Claims 7, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 and 5 above, and further in view of 
Meierhoefer '817. 

To have alternately formed the ring seal as a separable ring secured to the cover 
and container would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Meierhoefer ;817. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Schaar. 

To have formed the plastic ring 50 of Howland as a shrink band would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching by Schaar. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Cook. 

To have provided grooves in opposing sides of the body to receive a support 
would have been obvious in view of the teaching of Cook at 8. 
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8. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 12 above, and further in view of Cabernoch et al '827. 

To have sold the prepackaged beverage as a plurality of containers would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Cabernoch et al as shown in Figure 4. 

9. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim12 above, and further in view of Barton et al. 

It is noted that applicant has not shown any particular package structure for 
separate nipples in combination with the container. However providing nipples and 
caps in separate packages has long been known in the art and to provide such for use 
with the threaded container of Howland would have been obvious in view of Barton et 
al. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Pickerell et al, MacDonald, Meierhoefer '157, Gaylor et al and 
Gordon et al show prepackaged nursing containers. Merrill, Jr. et al show a 
prepackaged nipple and cap. Meeker et al shows a nurser with grooves in opposite 
sides. Sklar shows indicia on bottles. Boston et al show a cover assembly with nipple 
and cap. Malcolm shows a bottle with griping recesses. Pillado, Barry. Braden and 
Mason show bottle supports.
